Hires , jhouli be bona fide imported into and Undid at cvy Bri- 
tish ijiand in the Weft Indies, from any iJlanJ or place in America, 
or the Weft Indies, in amity with his Majsjty > his heirs, or fu i 
ce£( or;, Jhall and may be imported dire ft ly ft cm fuch Britii'h iflat t d % 
and Jhall and may be entered and landed hi t>'U kingdom, upon V~e 
tdyment of the proper duties due thereon , under the reftritlions in the

An aft to render valid and effeftual certain articles of agreement :$%• 
tween the major and commonalty and citizens of thetcity of Lort- 
don, governors of the pojfeffions, revenues, and goods? of the bofpi- 
tals of Edward King of England the Sixth, of Cvrrift, Bride- 
well, and Saint Thomas the Apoftle, and of the hofpitals of 
Henry the Eighth, King of England, called The Houfe of the 
Poor, in Weft Smithfield, mar London, and of the houfe and 
hofpital called Bethelem, and the prefidents, treasurers, and aft- 
ing governors, of the Jaid fever al hofpitals. 

W HEREAS divers difputes and differences have arifen be- 
tween the mayor and commonalty and citizens of the city of 
London, governors of the pojfeffions, revenues, and goods', of the 
hofpitals of Edward King of England the Sixth, of Chrift, Bride, 
well, i and Saint Thomas. the Apoftle, and of the. hofpitals of Henry- 
the Eighth, King of England, called The Houfe of the Poor, in. 
Weft Smithfield, near London, and of the houfe and hofpital called 
Bethelem, and the prefidents , tuafurers, and ailing governors, of 
the faid feveral hofpitals, touching their refpeftive rights, powers, 
and privileges, in the ordering, management, government and difpo - 
fition of the faid hofpitals, and the ejlates, poffeffions , and revenues 
thereof: and whereas feveral perfons , deputed by the faid mayor and 
commonalty and citizens of the cityofLondon, have had feveral 
meetings with perfons deputed by the Jaid prefidents , treajurers, and 
ailing governors, for the purpofe of fettling and terminating the fe- 
veral matters in difpute between them ; and in confequence of fitch

' Bartholomews Hofpital the twelfth day of June, of Chnft f 9 
Hofpital thi thirteenth day of June, of Bridewell and Bethelem 
Hofpitals dme fourteenth day of June, and of Saint Thomas’s 
Hofpital the faid twelfth day of June, in the year of our Lord one 
thoufand feven hundred and eighty -two afore faid* of the other part. 

WHEREAS the ordering, management, and government 
of the faid hofpitals, and of each and every of them, and the 
feveral . rights, revenues, and pofleffions thereof refpe&ivcly, 
were veiled in the faid mayor and commonalty and citizens of 
the city of London , and their fucceflors, by feveral charters or 
letters patent of the late Kings Henry the Eighth and Edward 
the Sixth, bearing date refpedtively the thirteenth day of Janu- 
ary, in the thirty-eighth year of the reign of King Henry the 
Eighth, and twenty-fixth day of June, in the fixth year of the 
reign of King Edward the Sixth, with fuch powers, rights, and 
privileges, to fuch ufes and purpofes, and fubjedt to flich reftric- 
tions, limitations, and trulls, as in the faid charters or letters 
patent are expreffed and contained : and whereas the faid mayor 
and commonalty and citizens of the faid city of London , in pur^ 
fuance and by virtue of fuch charters or letters patent, took 
upon theotfelves the management arid government of the faid 
feveral hofpitals, and made feveral orders and ffegulations touch- 
ing the fame: and whereas, at a general court holden at Chrijl's 
Hofpital, upon the twenty-feventh day of September , one thou- 
fand five hundred and fifty-feven, by the governors of all the 
faid hofpitals, it was ordered and agreed. That the faid hofpital 
of Saint Bartholomew fhould from thenceforth be united to the 
reft of the faid hofpitals, and be made one body with them ; and 
that for the government of all the faid hoipitals, fir Martin 
Bowes knight (then an alderman of the city of London ) (hould 
be comptroller general, and fir Andrew Judde knight (then alfo 
an alderman) mould be furveyor general, and that three alder- 
men, a treafurer, and eight other citizens therein named and 
deferibed, Ihould be governors for each and every of the faid 
hofpitals, and fuch hofpitals refpe<5tively from thenceforth con- 
tinued under the fame kind of management, with a fmall in- 
creafe of governors, down to the year one thoufand five bundled 
and fixty-four, when, upon the twenty-firft day of September in 
that year (being Saint Matthew's day), a president, treafurer, 
and other governors, were chofen at Chrijl's Hofpital for each 
of the faid hofpitals: and thefe elections upon Saint Matthew's 
day were continued annually, down to the year one thoufand 
iive hundred and eighty-feven ; and from that period courts 
were at feveral times held at Chrijl's Hofpital, down to the year 
Qfit thoufand fix hundred and fifty-twa inclufive, for clewing or 
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confirming governors of the faid hofpitals refpedivdy, but hot 
yearly, or in the fame -regular manner as thentofore s andcourt? 
were alfo held during that period, at and for.thefato hofphal*, 
for nominating or electing governors of thofe hobfitals refpec- 
tively, and for the management thereof; and fdom and after 
that time, it does not appear that fuch annual elections on Same 
Matthew's day were kept up or obferved at Chri/i\Hofpital t for ■ 
nominating or electing governors of the faid hofpitals refpec- 
lively, fave only for confirmation of the governors elected at the 
faid hofpitals; but it appeals that, the governors of the faid 
hofpitals of Saint Bartholomew , Gbrifl, Bridewell , and Betbelem 
refpeCiively, have been chofen at general courts or committees 
1, olden at the faid hofpitals, from and after the faid year of our 
Lord one thoufand fix hundred and fifty-two, down to the 
prefent time : and whereas it alfo appears by ancient records or 
entries, and otherwife, that lifts of the governors chofen for the 
faid hofpitals of Saint Bartholomew , Bridewell , and Betbelem » 
and Saint Thomas , have been annually fent from thofe hofpitals 
to Cbrijl's Hofpital previous to the meeting of the laid governors 
on Saint Matthew's day for confirmation, and. that fuch lifts 
have conftantly been delivered to the clerk of Chrijfs Hofpital , 
and by him, together with a lift of governors of Cbri/Fs Hofpital , • 
prerented to the lord mayor of the city of London for the time 
being, and by his lordlhip immediately delivered over, or di- 
rected to be delivered over, yearly and every year, at that time 
and place, to the town clerk of the fame city attending his lord- 
lhip on thofe tqpetings, in the prefence of the aldermen, or 
great part of them, without making any objection to, or at- 
tempting to alter in any refpcCt the annual lifts of governors lb 
delivered, or that mode of confirmation; which practice or 
ufage hath been continued as to all the faid hofpitals to the pre-

years appointed by certain commiflioners authorized by his late 
majefty King Charles the Second, for the regulation of the faid 
hofpitals : and whereas great benefit has been derived to the 
charitable infiitutions of the faid hofpitals from fuch mode of 
managing and conducting the fame, and from the voluntary 
contributions, grants, bequefts, and donations of the feveral 
perfons fo elected governors as aforefaid, and others : and where- 
as difputes have arifen between the faid mayor and commonalty 
and citizens, and the perfons aCting as governors of theiaid 
hofpitals, touching their refpe&ive rights, powers, and privi- 
leges, in the ordering, management, government, and difpofi- 
tion of the faid hofpitals, ami the eftates, pofielfions, and reve- 
nues thereof: and it is conceived to be for the mutual benefit 
of the faid mayor and commonalty and citizens, and of the faid 
hofpitals, that all fuch difputes Ihould ceafe, and be finally and 
amicably fettled, adjufted, and terminated, and that the aCiual

Bartholomew , Betbelem , Chri/i % Bridewell , and Saint Thomas the 
Apojile , and every of them named in the refpedlive lifts, deli- 
vered in upon the twentf-firft day of September , one thoufand

Provided, That nothing herein contained (hall prejudice the Provifo.

Mr. Whltehill reftrained from going out of the kingdom be- 
fore Feb. jr *784, and to enter into recognizance for that purpofe with 
furethjpf In caie he negleft to enter into fuch recognizance, barons of 
the*&chequer may commit him to the Fleet; and it he leave the king* 
dom before Feb. 1.

'aide themfelves apt and fit for trades ; many of which, the wars be -

‘Aeh they were formerly accvjhmed to, or which they are apt or able 
follow and makeufe of, for the getting their living by their own 
Xmr, but are of may be hindered from exercifing thofe trades in 
certain cities and corporations, and other places within this kingdom, 
hecaufe of certain bye-laws and cufioms of thofe places, and of the Jla - 
iuie made in the fifth year of ghieen Elizabeth, prohibiting the ufe 
of certain trades by any per Jon who hath not ferved as an apprentice 
to fitch trade for the J pace offeven years : for remedy whereof, be 
k ena&ed by the King’s mod excellent majefty, by and with 
the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and 
commons, in this prefent parliament aflembled, and by the 
authority of the fame, That all fuch officers, mariners, foldicrs,

That it (hall and may be lawful for any two or more juftices 
of the peace, for the county, town, or place, where any Inch 
officer, mariner, foldier, or marine, fhall fet up and exercilc 
any trade as aforefaid, to caufe fuch officer, mariner, foldier, 
, or marine, to be fummoned before them in the town or place 
where fuch officer, mariner, foldier or marine, fhall fet up and 
exercife fuch trade as aforefaid, in order to make oath of the 
place of his laft legal fettlement, (which oath the faid juftices 
are hereby impoweied to adminifter) and fuch officer, mariner, 
foldier, or marine, are heieby direfted to obey foch fummons, 
and to make oath accordingly ; and fuch juftices are hereby rc* 
quired to give an attefted copy of fuch affidavit fo made before 
them,, to the perfou making the fame, in order that he may 
produce it when required; which attefted copy fhall at any time

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be admitted as evidence as to fuch laft legal fettlement, before 
any of' his Majefty’s juftices of the peace, at any general or 
quarter feffions of the peace.

Preamble. TT 7 H E R E A S by an aft, paffid in the tzvcnty fcconi year of 
Recital of tz VV the reign of his prefent Maje fly , intituled , An adl for thd 
Geo. 3. c, 64. amending and rendering more effectual the laws rn being rela- 
tive to houfes of corre&ion; reciting , among/} other things. That 
in many counties the houfes of corrcttion tPfre inefficient in number 
or deficient in buildings and the apartments in them were very ill ac- 
commodated to the purpofes for which they were intended , by meant 
whereof and from a want of due order , employment , and difcipltne 
in fuch houfes of correction, the per font fent thither for corn A ion and 
reformation frequently grew more dijfolute and abandoned during their 
continuance in juch houfes, it was enafted , That the jujlices of peace
